REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant claims an 
organic electroluminescence device comprising a substrate; a pair of electrodes and a light 
emitting layer disposed between the pair of electrodes wherein the light-emitting layer contains a 
green luminescent material represent by chemical formula 1 and a host material represented by a 
compound represented by H-12, H14, H15, H-19, H-20, H-23, H-26, H-27 and H-30. 
Applicant claims that the green luminescent material is represented by compounds G2 to G4, G- 
7 to G8, G-10-G11, G13-G16, G18-G-22, and G24-G43. 

3. The closest prior art, Matsuura et al, U.S. Pre Grant Publication 2005/0064233, teaches 
an electroluminescent device comprising a light emitting layer that comprises a dopant material 
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and a host material, 




. Matsuura fails to teach or suggest 
compounds H-12, H14, H15, H-19, H-20, H-23, H-26, H-27 and H-30 as a host material and 
compounds G2 to G4, G-7 to G8, G-10-G1 1, G13-G16, G18-G-22, and G24-G43 as the green 
luminescent material. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
